Spreading Weeds 


Weed Sceds Are Distributed 

Over The Country 

New weeds are introduced on farms 
With imperfectly cleaned cereals, 
clover or other commercial seeds, and 
with commercial feeding stuffs which 
often contain vital weed seeds, states 
the National Weed Committee, They 
are spread from district to district 
through the various transportation 
facilities, are disseminated within a 
locality in stable manure from towns 
and cities, and are distributed from 
farm to farm through threshing 
machines and from field to field by 
farm implements.

WHEAT SURPLUS 
\ND DEFICIENCY 

A short time ago everyone was 
talking about a world wheat surplus 
that, it was said, could not be clear- 
ed for years to come; yet today fears 
ate being expressed of a possible 
shortage of wheat, 


The truth is, there is no reason 
for either of these fears, provided 
natural governing forces are per- 
mitted to function, The governing 
forees are Price and Free Trade. 
Whenever there is a surplus, if price 
is permitted naturally to fall somes 
what, then bread and flour become 
cheaper, people use more, and the 
suplus would soon be cleared if 
trade is free; and conversely, when 
there is fear ol 4 shortage, if price 
is permitted to rise, then peuple use 
less wheat, flour and bread, and) 
teed less to livestock, so again the 
condition soon eorrects itself, To- 
day much wheat is being fed to 
livestock. Any wheat deficiency, 
therefore, could soon be corrected 
by using less wheat for animal 
feeding by, if necessary, reducing 
livestock production, In wartime 
this is easily done by tightening up 
rationing on meats, which would 
not seriously harm anyone on this 
continent, 


When cercal grains are fed to! 
livestock, an acre of land will feed 
only one quarter as many people as 
when the grains are made into 
flour, bread or porridge for direct 
human consumption,

In preparing over- 
seas Air Mail the public should bear 
in mind that the use of light-weight 
stationery saves valuable space on 
Trans-Atlantic planes and at the 
same time saves the sender money 
in postage,
